Shortly afterward four 
horses dashed across the finish line in a 
pile in the Gallant Fox Handicap. sug- 
gesting that) Mr. Campbell’s  handicap- 
ping was still in good repair. 


NEWCOMERS. The Gallant Fox. inei- 
dentally, suggested that needed reinforce-

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VETERINARY NOTEBOOK, by Dr. William R. McGee 


HE PREVIOUS DISCUSSION relating to the foaling mare 
terminated with her examination by the veterinarian on 
the seventh or eighth day after foaling. This examination was 
to determine whether she would be bred on her ninth day or 
passed until a later date. 

As explained previously. tremendous force is exerted by 
the contraction of abdominal and uterine muscles in expelling 
the foal from the uterus during labor. Not uncommonly the 
situation develops wherein some part of the foal. such as the 
foot. knee. hock, or head. is forced into a position that places 
it in direct opposition to the force of pressure during delivery. 
Such position or misdirection is simply mechanical, and may 
be the result of infection or deformity of the foal. the action 
or position of the mare. or pure coincidence. At any rate, un- 
der these circumstances, it is a case of an irresistible force 
meeting a temporarily immovable object, and something must 
give way. In this particular situation it is the wall of the 
uterus that may be completely ruptured. or more likely, it may 
be severely stretched, with a consequent rupturing of the blood 
vessels within the wall without an actual penetration of 
the uterus. 

It is quite possible that the delivery has been outwardly 
normal in every respect. There has been no undue delay or 
abnormally severe straining on the part of the mare, and the 
foal may be alive and in perfect condition. In the case of a 
deformed foal. it would appear that the condition has had no ill 
effect on the foaling procedure. All in all, there would be no 
reason for the attendant to suspect that anything out of the 
ordinary had occurred. 

Because of the relaxed and comparatively limp condition 
of the uterus following delivery of a foal. there is little resist- 
ance to the hemorrhage from the torn blood vessels in the wall. 
Such a hemorrhage may be likened to the blood blister that is 
the result of a pinched finger and is familiar to everyone. 
However. in this instance the blister could only be described by 
the Hollywood adjective “super-colossal!” The blood loss. 
even though slow, is steady. and in a matter of two to four 
hours. or even as late as five or six days after foaling. the 
outer wall of the uterus ruptures under the weight or pressure, 
and the contents of the “blister” gush into the abdominal cavity. 
The progress of such a hemorrhage can be followed fairly 
closely by observing the actions of the mare and a few con- 
sistent symptoms. Should extensive damage to the large uterine 
blood vessels and uncontrollable hemorrhage occur. there is 
little time to do anything before the mare dies. More often the 
immediate damage is not severe enough to cause such hemor- 
rhage; rather. it sets the stage for a gradual though fatal 
blood loss. 

To illustrate a typical case, we can take a mare that has 
foaled with little or no help, and with apparent ease. There 
are no apparent complications of any sort. and the mare is 
up shortly after delivery. She inspects her foal. and when

quite satisfied that it is all right. she will usually start picking 
hay from the rack. It may be anywhere from 12 to 48 hours 
or longer after foaling that any untoward symptoms are no- 
ticed. At this time the mare is seen to “yawn” quite often, 
and to extend the head and curl the upper lip upward. This 
is followed by periodic “crampy” spells. during which she stops 
eating, paws the floor lightly. looks around toward her flank, 
raises the hind leg toward the abdomen. or even lies down 
for a few minutes. Because these symptoms immediately sug- 
gest colic. the attendant will probably give her a dose of colic 
remedy as a routine procedure. Ordinarily. such action will 
prove effective and the mare will go back to the hay rack and 
start eating again. only to have the symptoms reappear in a 
couple of hours. 

This time the symptoms will be somewhat more pro- 
nounced. and in addition. one or two new ones will be noticed. 
The mare develops a very noticeable distressed or anxious 
attitude. and may break out in a sweat. The pulse at this time 
is still of good volume. although noticeably faster than normal. 
Breathing is faster than normal. and perhaps somewhat shal- 
low. The temperature is normal or very. slightly increased. 
while the mucous membranes are usually a near-normal pink 
color. 

During this stage. or possibly following a subsequent such 
period of uneasiness. there will be a sudden increase in the 
severity of all the symptoms. along with a profuse “cold 
sweat.” shivering. and weakness. as evidenced by a staggering 
or stumbling gait. The mare will stand with her head very 
low; she will have a very rapid weak pulse. and a subnormal 
temperature. with rapid labored breathing and very pale mucous 
membranes. These signs indicate that the uterine wall has 
given way. and the accumulated blood in the injured area has 
escaped into the abdominal cavity. The mare is now in a state 
of severe shock. and ordinarily in the case of the foaling mare, 
she must be considered in very grave condition. She may be 
expected to die within a very short time if these symptoms 
are very pronounced. The actual time the mare lives may vary 
from a few minutes to three or four hours. Occasionally an 
individual will show practically all of the above symptoms. 
and after several anxious hours. begin to show improvement. 
A slow recovery is possible in these cases. 

It is certain there are a great many internal hemorrhages 
in foaling mares that are not severe enough to produce diag- 
nostic symptoms. That is. because of the contraction of the 
uterus and the formation of a blood clot at the site of the in- 
jury, the hemorrhage is stopped before any substantial amount 
of blood is lost. 

Treatment of a mare suffering from an internal hemorrhage 
is. of course. a job for the veterinarian. and quite obviously 
is an emergency that requires prompt attention. Various blood 
coagulants and drugs to promote contraction of the uterus are 
useful in those instances where the hemorrhage is not too pro- 
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fuse. The lowering of the blood pressure due to the loss of 
blood volume is credited as an aid in the formation of a clot 
in particularly serious cases. Absolute quiet is probably the 
one important thing the attendant can try to maintain that 
will be of help. Anything that will excite or worry the mare 
is to be avoided. Sometimes it may seem best to remove the 
foal to another stall when it appears likely the mare may fall 
or if she is struggling occasionally and may injure the foal 
accidentally. If the mare is in critical condition, she prob- 
ably will not pay attention to this. but should she still be con- 
scious of the foal’s presence and become excited when it is 
taken away, some provision should be made to keep it in the 
same stall if at all possible. 

The discussion of the internal hemorrhage brings up the 
question as to when a foaling mare should be turned out for 
the first time after foaling. Some horsemen feel that turning 
the mare into the paddock too soon after foaling increases the 
danger of hemorrhage because she will. in all probability. take 
some pretty brisk exercise. While this would seem a logical 
conclusion to some, it should be remembered that exercise is 
more effective in returning the uterus to its normal shape than 
any medical agent available. As the uterus contracts. the 
volume of circulating blood present in it decreases propor- 
tionately, Naturally the reduction in blood supply decreases 
the possibility of trouble from hemorrhage. It has become 
the common practice in human obstetrics to have the mother 
up and about in 24 to 48 hours following delivery. Such pro- 
cedure has greatly decreased complications in the form of 
infections and failure of the uterus to contract. and has given 
very good over-all results. 

In favorable weather, moderate exercise of the mare and 
foal is permissible eight to twelve hours after foaling. This 
is not to say that they should be turned out and the mare 
allowed to run or even walk steadily for long periods on the 
day following foaling. Some mares will continue to walk un- 
til the foal is completely exhausted in his attempt to follow. 
Good judgment will dictate the length of time to leave the mare 
and foal out. It is unwise to leave them out so long that the 
foal gets tired and lies down. especially during early spring. 
when the ground is likely to be cold or wet. Turning out for a 
short period several times a day is less likely to lead to trouble 
with the foal. There is certainly no objection to “sun bath- 
ing” in favorable weather. In mid-summer. care should be taken 
that the young foal is not subjected to long periods of exces- 
sive heat. Too much vigorous exercise under these conditions 
can lead to heat exhaustion (heat stroke). Most large Thor- 
oughbred nurseries eliminate most of the discomfort. of the 
hot months by turning out the mares and foals in the late after- 
noon, and taking them up the following morning. before the 
temperature becomes oppressive. 

This particular section is concerned with breeding a foal- 
ing mare that was first bred on her ninth day, and failing to 
conceive, is back in heat. It also deals with a mare that was 
passed on the ninth day and is expected to be ready for breed- 
ing the following heat period. 

There seems to be uncertainty in the minds of some people 
who. although very much interested in horses. are not  con- 
nected directly with breeding operations. This uncertainty has 
to do with caleulating the probable dates of the heat periods 
following the foaling date. Experienced breeders and brood- 
mare men will, of course, consider this point elementary, but 
will agree that it is the starting point of the breeding operation 
and should be made perfectly clear. 

The ninth-day or “foal heat” has already been discussed. 
The second heat period after foaling is the one to be calculated 
in order that teasing at this time be especially thorough, lest the 
mare pass through the heat period without “showing” prop- 
erly. thus causing her to miss being bred during this period, 
For all practical purposes, this heat period can be expected to 
begin from 18 to 21 days after the ninth day. or from 27 to 30 


913 
days after toaling. Likewise. succeeding heat periods should 
vccur at approximately the same intervals (18 to 21 days). 
As explained before. there are individual variations on both 
sides of this figure, and close observation of individual mares 
is the key to efficient teasing and breeding. 

It is not uncommon in the case of the foaling mare. es- 
pecially during the cold weather of early spring. for her to go 
considerably longer than the 27-day period after foaling with- 
out showing estrum. Among such mares will be a certain 
number that actually pass through a regular heat period but. 
because of the presence of their foals. will give no indication 
of it while being teased. It is very important to figure as 
nearly as possible the date a given mare should be in heat. and 
in the event that she does not indicate this at the teasing bar, 
special attention should be paid to make certain she is not 
actually “in” and is concealing the fact for reasons known only 
to herself. The usual methods of checking this possibility are 
additional teasing. perhaps under a different environment, and 
vaginal examination. Often a mare that will not show to the 
teaser will be found later in the day showing to other mares in 
the field. Moderate pressure of the twitch will frequently 
cause a vicious-acting or an undecided mare to “break down” 
at the teasing bar and thus reveal her actual physiological 
status relative to her heat period, rather than her psychological 
interpretations. Some successful breeders check heat periods 
both in the mares that have already been bred and in those 
that should be ready for breeding on an approximate date. if 
they fail to show when teased. This “spot checking” is han- 
dled much in the same manner as they handle their “spec” 
mares. When the veterinarian makes his routine visit to check 
the spee mares. any mare that has been bred 18 to 21 days 
previously. and is not showing to the teaser, is added to the 
examination list. 

Similar action is taken in the case of mares that were not 
bred on their ninth day bui have passed the usual period and 
are not showing. This information. along with the teasing 
record. gives the breeder a comparatively accurate idea of 
the status of his mare in regard to her estrus cycle at all times. 
Many persons undoubtedly would feel that such a program was 
carrying the examination idea too far; nevertheless, those who 
have adopted the procedure feel that it is well worth while. 
The more commercialized boarding farms that have a large ex- 
change of mares from year to year, that is. the farms that keep 
from one to three or more mares belonging to several different 
owners. have an especially difficult’ problem. The manager or 
breodmare man doesn’t have an opportunity to get acquainted 
with the mares one vear and make use of the knowledge he has 
eained the succeeding years. He must base his decisions as to 
breeding on the evidence before him at the moment. Routine 
examination by the veterinarian is a valuable aid in increasing 
the effcieney of the breeding program on such farms. 

Thus the foaling mares. with the exception of those that 
have had trouble foaling and have resultant injuries or infee- 
tions that render them unsound for immediate breeding. will 
present the same problems as the barren mares from now on. 
The mare that does not show to the teaser while she is nursing 
a foal. and the so-called every-other-year mare, constitute spe- 
cial. problems in this group. The former can frequently be 
found showing to other mares in the field, or failing this, she 
can be examined periodically with the vaginal speculum and 
the estrus eyele can be determined without undue trouble. 
The every-other-vear mare is so called because of her seemingly 
unchangeable habit of becoming pregnant only following a 
barren year. irrespective of innumerable services. In this par- 
ticular type of individual. the actual showing to the teaser is 
not the problem. She will ordinarily show in quite the same 
manner as is her custom in productive years. However. she 
persists in remaining barren. Undoubtedly there is a satisfac- 
tory scientific explanation for such action, but the explanation

For several years in the past I have 
asked the Racing Commission to make 
an amendment to its rules for claim- 
ing so that individuals who take the 
trouble to breed and buy yearlings 
would be afforded some measure of 
protection against the claiming of 
their 2-vear-olds by others whe do not 
go to the expense of developing young 
horses and who make a practice of 
claiming young horses. thus depriving 
the original owner of the fruits of his 
labor. Therefore I respectfully request 
that the Racing Commission consider 
an amendment to the claiming rules as 
follows: 

(a) Original Owner. 
Definition—An original 
owner of a 2-year-old is 
that individual who either 
bred the 2-year-old or pur- 
chased it as a yearling. 

No horse shall be eligible 
to be claimed in a 2-vear- 
old race by anv other than

The Thomas Poe Cooper Agriculture 
Foundation has been formed at Lexington 
in honor of the retiring dean of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky College of Agriculture.

OBITUARY 


Louis E. Stoddard 


Louis Ezekiel Stoddard. 37. died at 
Aiken. S. C.. on May 9. He was stricken 
with a heart attack early in the day, and 
died some hours later at a hospital. 

Mr. Stoddard was a son of the late Louis 
E. Stoddard. an international figure in 
polo before his death in 1948. The young- 
er Mr. Stoddard also was a successful polo 
plaver and in addition he was well known 
as first. a rider. and later. a trainer. of 
steeplechasers. When he was not quite 20 
vears old he rode winning steeplechase 
races in England. and had ridden in the 
U.S. prior to that. In 1936 he rode Rod 
and Gun in the English Grand National 
Steeplechase. and in 1939 he had_ the 
mount on Milano in the same race. Neith- 
er horse finished the course. 

In recent years Mr. Stoddard had been 
training steeplechasers in’ this country. 
One of his best winners was Rapier. win- 
ner in 1949 of the Delaware Spring Maid- 
en Steeplechase. He also trained some 
steeplechasers for his wife. During World 
War II. Mr. Stoddard was a paratroop of- 
ficer. and made jumps in China. 

Survivors are his widow. Mrs. Barbara 
West Stoddard: a daughter. three sons. 
and two sisters. 


M. A. Buxton 


Merritt A. (Happy) Buxton. 61. died at 
the home of a brother at Jamaica. Long 
Island. on May 9. Mr. Buxton was a jockey 
in his vounger days. and in 1913 was the 
leading American race rider. with 146 win- 
ners from 887 mounts. He rode in Europe 
for a time. and became a trainer after his 
retirement from the saddle. He was a sue- 
cessful trainer. and preferred selling plat- 
ers (... “there are more races to run 
them in. so you can win more races with 
them .... 7) to stakes horses. but he had 
success with the better class of horses. 
among them Tight Squeeze. a stakes win- 
ner of 1947 which he trained for the Rarco 
Stable. 

Mr. Buxton raced principally at eastern 
tracks and in Florida. In 1946-47 he was 
the leading trainer of the Tropical and 
Gulfstream Parks meetings. and he led 
again at Gufstream in the winter of 1947- 
18. He was regional vice president of the 
New Jersey division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 

Mr. Buxton’s wife died last) vear. His 
principal survivors are a brother, Clarence. 
and ason. M. A. Buxton Jr.. a former race 
rider who now is a trainer.

does not always seem as satisfactory to the mare as it does 
to the breeder, and unless a certain amount of extra considera- 
tion is shown her, she will remain an every-other-year  pro- 
ducer. Seemingly, no amount of attention will convert some 
such mares to regular producers. 

Vaginal and ovarian examination during the heat period 
will sometimes help in determining a breeding date that. while 
it may differ from the one indicated by the mare’s reaction at 
the teasing bar. may be more likely to result in conception. 
While such effort cannot be expected to make regular produc- 
ers of the mares showing this tendency, it might be effective 
enough to cause the produce record to read “barren” only 
one out of four years. instead of every other year. Then too, 
it should be understood that the fact that a mare follows a 
pattern of being barren during alternate years for a period 
of four years does not mean that she need necessarily follow 
it for the rest of her life. 

In contrast to the mare that actually passes through a 
heat period without showing to the teaser, we have an occasional 
mare that. even though pregnant. will show “in” in varying 
degrees to the teaser or to other mares in the field. This is ¢ 
dangerous situation because breeding such a mare may result 
in abortion. Fortunately. few mares are inclined to behave in 
such a manner. and even those that do usually leave enough 
doubt that the careful broodmare man will have the veterin- 
arian examine the mare before she is bred again. If she has 
been bred long enough for an accurate pregnancy examination, 
it should be made. Otherwise a vaginal examination will re- 
veal whether or not she is in heat. 

As previously stated. many pregnant mares, if bred under 
these circumstances. will abort. However. there are known cases 
at both extremes. Mares have been bred in the early spring 
when they gave every indication of being in heat and, to the 


consternation of all parties concerned, have foaled normal 
foals two or three weeks later. Also, statistics seem to indicate 
that in some cases a foal has been conceived at a breeding 
prior to the last recorded one. To illustrate: a mare was bred 
on a given date. but came back in heat on her regular cycle 
and was bred the second time. According to the teasing rec- 
ord. the mare apparently conceived to the second service, but 
when a strong, healthy. and well developed foal makes its ap- 
pearance three or four weeks “prematurely” it is not unlikely 
that it was actually conceived at the first service, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the mare showed signs of estrus after this 
period. At the same time. there are a great many instances 
where such mares. after having been bred. aborted a fetus in 
one to four days. and there are fewer instances where mares 
have aborted an almost mature foal under similar circum- 
stances. In such a case. the very poor physical condition of the 
mare at the time she was bred probably obscured the pregnancy. 

Experience with an individual or two such as the above 
quickly and effectively teaches the beginner not to be hasty in 
jumping to conclusions with regard to teasing and_ breeding 
his mares. 

In conclusion. the breeder should be cautioned against a 
feeling of false security in regard to his foaling mares. It may 
generally be true that the fact a mare has a foal at her side 
is a very good indication that she is in good breeding health 
and needs only be bred sometime during her heat period to 
get in foal. However. there are enough exceptions to warrant 
the same careful observation and consideration as is used with 
the barren or maiden mares during teasing and breeding op- 
erations. Indeed, in the final analysis, the latter two groups 
consistently show the higher pregnancy percentages.

Retired to the stud undefeated and 
unchallenged, Eclipse sired $44 win- 
ners of about $750,000. His sons 
and daughters completely dominated 
the turf, have continued to do so to 
this day. About 80 per cent of all 
stakes winners trace back to Eclipse 
in tail male—and all have many 
crosses of his name in their pedigrees. 
Foaled in 1764, Eclipse died in 1789. 
The painting above, while anatomi- 
cally incorrect, is said to approximate 
Eclipse’s way of going.

How was foaled on April 27, 1948, at Mrs. J. N. 
Camden's Runnymede Farm, Paris, Ky., which 
then was operated by Brutus J. Clay, Mrs. Cam- 
den’s son. The f lly later was moved to the Plain 
Dealing Farm of her breeder, Prince Dmitri Djord- 
jadze, at Scottsville, Va. She was bought as a 
yearling the following spring by Douglas M. Davis 
Jr.. representing Herman Delman, her present own- 
er. She was consigned to the Saratoga yearling 
sales of 1949 by Mr. Delman, who was dispersing 
his horses, and was bought by Ed Haughton, 
agent. for $2,700. Mr. Delman was reluctant to see 
the filly get away from him at that price (she had 
cost more than that, and anyway he decided he 
wanted to race her), so he authorized Mr. Davis 
to offer Mr. Haughton a $500 profit, which was ac- 
cepted. So all her racing has been under Mr. Del- 
man’s colors. 

Early in her 2-year-old form she bucked her 
shins. and she did not make her first start until 
August, at Saratoga. In her first start she was 
entered to be claimed for $6,000. She won. Later 
she raced for a $12,500 claiming price, but she 
was not claimed either time, and she continued to 
race for the Dell Stable (Herman Delman). In the 
Experimental Handicap ratings on the 2-year-olds 
of 1950, she was weighted at 114 pounds, level 
with Aunt Jinny, though she had not started in 
any stakes. This was top weight among the fillies. 
Last October, after she had moved to allowance 
company, she ran six furlongs down the Widener 
Course at Belmont Park in 1:08%, under 116 
pounds. This equaled the track record shared by 
True North, Bimlette, and Up Beat. 

In her only other start of 1951 prior to the Ken- 
tucky Oaks, How was third to Sickle’s Image and 
Juliets Nurse in the six-furlong Ashland Stakes at 
Keeneland. She was closing at the finish. In the 
1,';-mile Kentucky Oaks, How took over from Tilly 
Rose and Sickle’s Image about a furlong from the 
wire, and won drawing away. In the Oaks she beat 
the best field she had met to that time.

Beginning with the 1950 edition (to be issued in July, 1951), you will 
find after the name of nearly every mare the date she had her first foal. 
A large percentage of the 12,000 or more mares listed in the current edition 
had their first foals in 1945 or later, so you don’t have to get many back 
editions of Thoroughbred Sires and Dams to have immediately a complete 
racing record of the produce of thousands of mares. 


The few mares for which the date of the first foal is not given are mares 
imported to North America after they had a foal or foals on another 
continent. To give the date of the first foal for these mares would mean 
very little since Thoroughbred Sires and Dams covers only those horses 
raced in the United States, Canada, Mexico, and Cuba.
